WHEREAS, the Chief Financial Officer is responsible for the Bureau of Finance, as well as the 
management oversight for the Comptroller, Budget, Revenue, Risk Management, Purchasing and 
Contract Compliance Departments; and 

WHEREAS, it is imperative to the successful operation of County government that the duties of the 
Chief Financial Officer be carried out in an efficient and transparent manner; and 

WHEREAS, in the case of a vacancy in the position of Chief Financial Officer, it is necessary to appoint 
an Acting or Interim Chief Financial Officer to perform the duties of the Chief Financial Officer and said 
Acting or Interim Chief Financial Officer shall have the full authority to otherwise execute the duties and 
responsibilities of the Chief Financial Officer until a permanent Chief Financial Officer can be appointed 
and approved; and 

WHEREAS, due to a vacancy in the position of Cook County Chief Financial Officer, President Todd H. 
Stroger appointed Joseph M. Fratto to serve as the Interim Chief Financial Officer; and 

WHEREAS, due to his experience as Chief of Staff and his previous appointment as the Cook County 
Comptroller, Joseph M. Fratto is highly knowledgeable of the County’s finances and the Finance Bureau 
operation; he is highly qualified to manage the operations of the Bureau of Finance and perform the duties 
of Interim Chief Financial Officer; and 

WHEREAS, in addition to Joseph M. Fratto’s County experience, Mr. Fratto has over twenty-five years 
experience in financial administration with the Chicago Park District and the Park Employee’s Annuity 
and Benefit Fund, serving in a number of key positions within those organizations including Trustee and 
Executive Director of the Benefit Fund, Deputy Superintendent of Finance and Management Services, 
Superintendent of Finance and Administrative Services and Comptroller for the Park District; and 

WHEREAS, in addition to his extensive finance experience, Mr. Fratto has a B.S. in Accounting and is a 
licensed C.P.A.; and 

WHEREAS, Mr. Fratto’s education, experience in financial administration and background in public 
finance are an asset to Cook County and the Cook County Bureau of Finance. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the Board of Commissioners of Cook County, Illinois, 
that the Board of Commissioners hereby approves the appointment of Joseph M. Fratto as Interim Chief

RECOGNIZING MAY AS ASIAN PACIFIC ISLANDER AMERICAN HERITAGE MONTH 

WHEREAS, Cook County is a diverse community of more than five million people with ancestries from 
all parts of the world; and 

WHEREAS, the more than 300,000 Asian American residents of Cook County have contributed 
significantly to the development of our neighborhoods and cities; and 

WHEREAS, Asians, along with Irish immigrants and African Americans among others, constructed and 
operated the transcontinental railroads that passed through Cook County and provided the basis for our 
county’s economic strength as a transportation center; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County is home to Asian American veterans who fought heroically for our nation 
through many of her conflicts in the 20th century, including Filipinos who, alongside soldiers from 
Maywood, Illinois, survived the Bataan Death March in the Philippines during World War II, and 
Japanese Americans of the 100th Infantry Battalion and the 442nd Regimental Combat Teams who served 
our nation with the highest military honors despite being designated for internment in American 
concentration camps on the west coast; and 

WHEREAS, Asian American immigrants have made—and continued to make—tremendous efforts in 
professional fields such as medicine, engineering, education, accounting and chemistry; and 

WHEREAS, Asian Americans, both native bom and naturalized immigrants, are making strides in a 
wider range of professional fields including government, the arts, journalism, the legal profession, 
athletics, international trade, higher learning and the entertainment industry; and 

WHEREAS, Asian Americans are among the ranks of elected and appointed officials at the state and 
national level, and are helping to shape the future of our nation and society, including: U.S. Secretary of 
Veterans Affairs Eric Shinseki; U.S. Secretary of Commerce Gary Eocke; U.S. Secretary of Energy 
Steven Chu; former U.S. Secretary of Transportation Norman Mineta; U.S. Senators Daniel Inouye and 
Daniel Akaka of Hawaii; Congresspersons Doris Matsui and Mike Honda (California); Mazie Hirono

Pacquiao; figure skater Michelle Kwan; short track speed skater Apolo Ohno; baseball players including 
Kosuke Fukudome, Daisuke Matsusaka, Hideki Matsui, Ichiro Suzuki and Chien-Ming Wang; basketball 
player Yao Ming; Pittsburgh Steelers wide receiver Hines Ward; the Major League Baseball Oakland A’s 
Manager Don Wakamatsu; the National Basketball Association’s Miami Heat Coach Eric Spoelstra;

WHEREAS, Cook County, primarily in departments under the Office of the President, employs the 
largest number and percentage of Asian Americans in any governmental workforce in Illinois, including 
two department heads: Matthew DeLeon, the first Asian American ever to serve as Secretary to the Board 
of Commissioners and Takashi Reinbold, the first Asian American to serve as Budget Director; and 

WHEREAS, Asian American Heritage Month provides Cook County an opportunity to restate its firm 
stand against any and all discrimination on the basis of race, creed or national origin in Cook County.

The Chief Financial Officer or any interim Chief 
Financial Officer shall be appointed by the President with the approval of the County Board within 30 
days of the Board being informed of the appointment . The Chief Financial Officer shall serve at the 
pleasure of the President and until a successor shall have been appointed and confirmed.

AMENDS COUNTY ORDINANCE PERTAINING TO ELECTION OF PRESIDENT 


BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 2 Administration, 
Article II President of the County Board, Section 2-41, of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as 
follows:

WHEREAS, most counties in Illinois are governed by the Executive Model of government whereby the 
county executive serves as the chief executive officer of the county while the council or legislature serves 
as the county's legislative body; and 

WHEREAS, the Executive Model of government is common not just among counties but governments 
throughout Illinois including the City of Chicago and Illinois state government; and 

WHEREAS, it has been stated that the quality of local democracy will be enhanced by the introduction 
of a separation of powers; and 

WHEREAS, most forms of government do not allow their President or Chief Executive Officer to serve 
a dual rule as a legislator/commissioner; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County is unique in that the Illinois Constitution, Article 7, Section 4, subsection (b) 
allows only Cook County to determine, by ordinance, that the chief executive officer can also serve as a 
commissioner on the board which they govern; and 

WHEREAS, it would better serve the residents of Cook County to have a separation of power between 
the executive and legislative branches. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, that to be consistent and fair to all residents of Cook 
County the Cook County Board of Commissioners does hereby amend the Cook County Code, Chapter 2 
Administration, Article II President of the County Board, Section 2-41, to read as follows: 

(a) Election. The President of the Cook County Board shall be elected from the County at large and shall 
be the Chief Executive Officer of the County. A person seeking election as President of the County Board 
may NOT simultaneously seek election as a member of the Board. 

Effective Date: This Ordinance Amendment is effective immediately upon passage.

ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

AMENDMENT TO COOK COUNTY RETAIL ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT INCENTIVES 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 74 Taxation, Article 
XV, Sections 74-582 through 74-584, of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 74-582. Definitions. 

TIF District means a tax increment fund allocation Financing district created by an Illinois 
Municipal Corporation under the Illinois law. 

Sec. 74-583. Establishment of the Cook County Economic Development Incentives. 

- Cook County shall match dollar for dollar any sales tax rebate up to 50% of the County's 

share of sales tax on the same terms as any Illinois Municipal Corporation provides a business; provided 
Cook County is satisfied that the projections and the terms of the Illinois Municipal Corporation that such 
rebate will provide additional retail sales and will establish or maintain retail jobs in Cook County are 
reasonable. 

(e) Cook County shall match. 50% of the lesser of fl) the dollar amount of any retailers' 
occupation tax and/or service occupation tax rebate on the same terms as an Illinois Municipal 
Corporation provides a business or (2) the County’s share of retailers’ occupation tax revenue and/or 
service occupation tax revenue generated by said business on the same terms as that Illinois Municipal 
Corporation provides said business: provided Cook County is satisfied that the projections of the 
Illinois Municipal Corporation that such rebate (1) will provide additional retail sales and/or will 
establish or maintain retail jobs in Cook County are reasonable, or (2) will, in the opinion of the Cook 
County Board, be in the best economic interest of the County. No rebate will be granted to a retailer 
related to the Cook County Home Rule Use Tax, Code of Ordinances of Cook County, Illinois 74-270 - 74- 
281. 


(f)- Cook County shall discourage relocation of business from one municipality to another 

by requiring applicants to provide proof of increased sales tax revenues and the increase of jobs in 
Cook County. 

(f) _ A business that is unable to create additional jobs and/or generate additional retail 

sales may still apply to the Department of Planning and Development for a tax rebate. Any business 
that applies for a rebate and is unable to create additional jobs and/or generate additional retail sales 
must, as part of its application, establish that it is operated on a full time basis, current on all Cook 
County taxes and fees, and is compliant with all labor laws, including prevailing wages. Each 
application shall be considered on an individual basis, and the Department of Planning and 
Development shall consider a number of factors, including but not limited to the applicant’s economic 
impact study, economic hardship, business viability, the number of jobs the business shall maintain in 
Cook County, and the amount of tax revenue that the business provides to the Illinois Municipal 
Corporation at issue. As part of its application for a rebate, a business that is unable to create 
additional jobs and/or generate additional retail sales shall present evidence to the Department of 
Planning and Development that but for the rebate, the retailer will be forced to move its business out 
of Cook County. As part of its application, the business must establish that any tax rebate it receives 
from Cook County will be used for capital improvements, fixed asset improvements, statutory or other 
business development expenses, and not as profit. The Department of Planning and Development shall 
develop further criteria for evaluation of any such application. After reviewing a business’s 
application, the Department of Planning and Development transmit its recommendation to the 
President, and the matter shall be presented to the Cook County Board for approval. 

(g) - Cook County shall terminate an agreement with the Illinois Municipal Corporation 

and applicant if the Department of Planning and Development regulations are not adhered to.

(g) In order for a business that is unable to create additional jobs and/or generate 
additional retail sales to be eligible for a tax rebate, the business shall maintain not less than both (1) 
250 full time employees, and (2) $50 Million in retail sales per year, 

(h) Cook County shall discourage relocation of a business from one municipality to 
another by requiring applicants to provide proof of increased sales tax revenues and the increase of 
jobs in Cook County, Should any business that has received a tax rebate from Cook County 
subsequently move out of Cook County, the business shall pay Cook County one hundred percent 
(100%) of any tax revenues rebated to the business during the five (5) years prior to the year the 
business moved out of Cook County, 

(i) _ Cook County shall terminate an agreement with the Illinois Municipal Corporation and 

applicant if the Department of Planning and Development regulations are not adhered to or if the 
Department of Planning and Development determines that any information provided in a business’s 
application for a tax rebate is false, incomplete or inaccurate. 

(i) With respect to an applications made pursuant to the provisions of subsections 74-583 
(f) and (g) herein above, the Cook County Board will not approve such application, and will terminate 
any such application which has been approved, in the event real property utilized in the retail business 
regarding which the application was made, is or has been designated Class 8a pursuant to Cook 
County Ordinance 09-0-26 approved and adopted April 15, 2009. 

Sec. 74-584 County Option to Terminate. 

Any application approved by the Cook County Board under the provisions of this Ordinance is 
subject to termination by the Cook County Board in the event, and as of the effective date, of a change 
in the Cook County rate of the retailers’ occupation tax and/or the service occupation tax which was in 
effect at the time such application was approved. 

Effective date: This Ordinance Amendment shall be effective upon adoption.

HOME RULE COUNTY RETAILER’S OCCUPATION TAX 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 74 Taxation, Article IV, 
Sections 74-150 through 74-152, of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as follows:

AMENDMENT TO THE COOK COUNTY TAXPAYERS' ASSURANCE ORDINANCE

Sec, 34-4. Investment of public funds, 

(a) This section shall be known and may be cited as the "Cook County Taxpayers' Interest 
Assurance Ordinance".

(b) All elected and appointed public officials of Cook County are directed to invest public 
funds in their possession or for which they are custodians in interest-bearing accounts, except where 
prohibited by law or for which compelling economic reasons do not justify the use of an interest-bearing 
account. If any public funds are not invested in an interest-bearing account, the elected or appointed 
public official shall certify in writing to the Chief Financial Officer and the County Auditor the reason 
that such funds have not been invested in an interest-bearing account. The Chief Financial Officer and the 
County Auditor will forward to the President of the County Board who, in turn, will forward to the 
Chairman of the Audit Committee the correspondence received from the elected or appointed officials 
indicating why public funds have not been invested in an interest-bearing account. On an annual basis, 
the Chief Financial Officer shall report to the Audit Committee a listing of all depository accounts 
including the department number, department name, name of account, depository institution, account 
number, account balance, average daily balance, authorized signers, interest rate and any explanation or 
certification for any no interest-bearing accounts. 

(c) The County Auditor shall report to the County Board as part of an annual audit of the 
accounts of each elected and appointed public official: 

(1) The nature and amount of all funds for which such certifications have been 
received from elected or appointed public officials; 

(2) The rates of return received by elected and appointed public officials on invested 
funds; and 

(3) The average daily balance in the interest-bearing account in order to provide a 
benchmark against which to evaluate the rate of return the elected and appointed 
officials are earning on the funds. 

(d) Any public funds in the possession or custody of an elected or appointed public official 
may be invested in any financial institution approved from time to time by the County Board as a 
depository of public funds. The minimum requirements for any financial institution to be an approved 
depository for County funds shall include: 

(1) Minimum capital requirement of $10,000,000.00; 

(2) The institution must have been in operation for at least five two years; 

(3) Focated in Cook County, and 

(4) Meet regulatory requirement of the Community Reinvestment Act and not 
engage in predatory lending practices. 

No elected or appointed public official shall open any new account in an approved depository without 
reporting the opening of such account to the County Auditor and the Chief Financial Officer of the 
County within seven days of the opening of such account. 

(e) Any elected or appointed public official who invests any public funds in any approved 
depository which are in excess of the insured limits of such depository shall require that such depository 
provide at least 102 percent collateral or provide a surety bond in an amount of 102 percent on any funds 
in excess of the insured limit of such depository, except as provided in Subsection (f) of this section. 

(f) The Cook County Treasurer is authorized to make use of the Illinois Public Treasurer's 
Investment Pool (IPTIP), pursuant to 30 IFCS 235/2(e) (1992), on a limited basis facilitate wire transfer 
of funds due and owing to Cook County payable by the State of Illinois. Such funds, as they become due 
to Cook County, may be invested by the Cook County Treasurer in the IPTIP for a period of time not to 
exceed ten calendar days. The collateral requirement on County funds invested by the County Treasurer 
in the IPTIP shall not be less than 102 percent.

Whenever a public agency deposits any public funds in a financial institution, the public agency shall 
enter into an agreement with the financial institution requiring any funds not insured by the Federal 
Depository Insurance Corporation to be collateralized by securities, a letter of credit or mortgage backed 
securities in an amount equal to at least 102 percent of the market value of that amount of funds deposited 
exceeding the insurance limitation provided by the Federal Depository Insurance Corporation. The letter 
of credit must be issued by a financial institution that is rated "A" or better by at least two of the 
following rating agencies: Fitch, Moody's and Standard & Poor's. Mortgage backed securities used as 
collateral must be guaranteed by the Federal Home Foan Bank system, the Federal Home Foan Mortgage 
Corporation or the Federal National Mortgage Association. 

(g) Except as provided in Subsection (f) of this section. Cook County funds placed in the 
IPTIP shall be invested in the same manner, in the same types of investments and subject to the same 
limitations provided for the investment of funds in the State Treasury. 

(h) The Cook County Treasurer, the Chief Financial Officer of Cook County and the County 
Comptroller are authorized to execute on behalf of Cook County, an "Application and Agreement to 
Participate in the Illinois Public Treasurer's Investment Pool", the terms of which shall not be inconsistent 
with this section. 

(i) As used in this section, the term "public funds" shall mean current operating funds, 
special funds, interest and sinking funds, and funds of any kind or character belonging to or in the custody 
of any elected or appointed public official. The County Board may supersede the provisions of this 
section should the authorizing ordinance specify the permitted investments and with respect to similar 
funds held in a fiduciary capacity pursuant to statute or specific ordinance.

REQUESTING A NO-COST PILOT PROGRAM FOR 
REVERSE AUCTION E-PROCUREMENT SOLUTION 

WHEREAS, the FY2009 budget process again saw substantial cuts, with an across-the-board 4% budget 
cut for all departments and elected officials with the exception of court ordered programs, and a 2% cut 
for the Cook County Health & Hospitals System; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County government must continue to undertake serious efforts to create 
efficiencies in the delivery of its services, not solely because of the current difficult economic situation 
the country is faced with, but because it is the duty of this Honorable Body to ensure that taxpayers’ 
money is invested wisely and that this government is doing everything in its power to continually identify 
cost savings and streamlining opportunities in order to deliver quality services in the most efficient and 
cost effective manner possible; and 

WHEREAS, online reverse auctions have been successfiilly used in the private sector procurement 
process for over a decade; and 
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WHEREAS, reverse auctions have evolved to be able to meet the public sector procurement 
requirements, which leads to increased savings, more efficient operations and decreased expenditures; and 

WHEREAS, in addition to the increased savings, online reverse bidding solutions enable a transparent 
process capable of being monitored in real-time; creates increased competition; improves vendor 
participation; reduces procurement time cycle and government administrative costs; creates an audit trail 
and reporting efficiencies; creates a disaster recovery archive; and 

WHEREAS, online reverse auction providers can deliver a real-time, secure, web-based electronic 
bidding process with all of the above mentioned benefits all at no cost to the governmental entity, with 
fees being paid by the successful bidder; and 

WHEREAS, the State of Illinois is now considering using said bidding solution to streamline its 
procurement process, with the passing of House Bill 379, which has now moved to the Senate for further 
consideration; and 

WHEREAS, the City of Chicago has already completed a similar pilot program and is currently seeking 
to expand the service, allowing all City of Chicago Departments to participate, with the same goal of 
streamlining its procurement process and saving taxpayer dollars. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners, does 
hereby request that the Purchasing Department conduct a no-cost to the County pilot program for a 
reverse auction e-procurement solution with the goal of qualifying and quantifying the efficiencies 
created using this procurement solution and the accompanying savings; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the pilot program should have a duration of 12 months and include 
no less than six procurements using the online reverse auction solution with three of the six procurements 
consisting of one each of the following categories: services, commodities and construction.

REQUESTING THE INTEGRATION OF ORGANIC ENHANCING PRODUCTS 

TO TREAT ROAD SALT 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Highway Department has the responsibility of designing and maintaining 
over 573 center line miles of highways, many of which, are part of the major arterial network that leads to 
and from area expressways and toll roads, including two-lane highways, and has maintenance 
responsibilities for 1,478 lane miles of pavement and 132 bridges, 351 traffic signals and 7 pumping 
stations from five maintenance garages throughout Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, snow removal, anti-icing and de-icing applied measures on all highways, bridges and roads 
under the jurisdiction of Cook County are the responsibility of the Cook County Highway Department; 
and 

WHEREAS, de-icing is a reactive snow and ice control strategy that involves the application of a 
chemical, most commonly road salt, on top of a layer of snow, ice, or frost that has already bonded to the 
surface of the pavement; and 
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WHEREAS, anti-icing is a proactive strategy in which snow and ice control materials are applied before 
a snow, ice or frost event, preventing precipitation from bonding with the pavement surface; and 

WHEREAS, rates of application of road salt vary from 25 lbs to 400 lbs per lane mile with more road 
salt per lane mile used the lower the actual temperature or forecasted temperature and the heavier 
precipitation type; and 

WHEREAS, up to 80 percent of untreated road salt is lost with traffic action to the roadside environment, 
while pre-wetting or pre-treating the salt with liquid chemicals has proven to help the material “stick” to 
the roadway; and 

WHEREAS, the Median Cost per Ton of road salt has increased from $36 USD in 2003 to $120 USD in 
2008 in the United States, with a final cost to Cook County during the 2008 winter of $125 per ton, a total 
expense of four million dollars over the estimated budget for road salt; and 

WHEREAS, according to the National Cooperative Highway Research Program (NCHRP) Report 577, 
published in 2007 and sanctioned by the National Academy of Sciences, all snow and ice control 
materials can affect the environment with roadway application being the primary source of runoff, 
causing significant localized effects; and 

WHEREAS, the same report states that Chloride-induced corrosion of reinforcing steel from the use of 
road salt is the most widely occurring cause of concrete deterioration, posing the highest risk to structural 
integrity because it causes a very localized attack on the steel, resulting in high cost for maintenance and 
repairs. Chloride-induced corrosion is also the primary cause of bridge steel structural corrosion; and 

WHEREAS, loss of capital related to corrosion damage from the snow and ice control chemicals on 
water supplies, health, vegetation, highway structures, vehicles, and underground utilities exceed 15 times 
the amount of money spent on purchasing and applying said chemicals; and 

WHEREAS, according to the NCHRP report, snow and ice-control organic products used in conjunction 
with road salt, have demonstrated significant corrosion inhibiting characteristics as well as increased 
overall product performance; and 

WHEREAS, the use of snow and ice-control organic enhancers in conjunction with road salt, has proven 
to be a cost effective and environmentally friendly alternative to traditional snow and ice-control products 
by improving the road salt performance, reducing overtime costs, preventing corrosion and reducing the 
overall environmental impact; and 

WHEREAS, several Counties in Illinois have seen at least 20% savings in their cost of road salt by 
integrating organic enhancers, including Du Page County for the last two years. Lake County for the 
last three years, McHenry County for the last seven years, Winnebago County for the last year, Jo Daviess 
County for the last five years, Peoria County for the last two years, Henry County for the last four years 
and Knox County for the last four years; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Highway Department currently does not use organic enhancers in 
conjunction with road salt for snow and ice-control. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners does 
hereby request that the Highway Department start the process of integrating organic enhancing products 
to treat road salt provided that said products lower the cost to Cook County for snow removal and ice- 
control expenses related to road salt usage, and equipment and structural maintenance for FY 2009 and 
future years.

WHEREAS, the United States has continued to undertake military reserve operations after the terrorist 
acts against the United States of America, in both the Afghanistan and Iraq theaters of operation, as well 
as national interest endeavors worldwide; and 

WHEREAS, employees of the County of Cook who are members of the military reserve force of the 
United States or of the State of Illinois have been called to active duty which has caused an economic 
hardship upon such employees and their families; and 

WHEREAS, it is the intent of the Cook County Board to provide transitional assistance to such 
employees and their families while they are adjusting to the changed set of circumstances. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners: 

In addition to the paid fifteen-day leave of absence provided in the Cook County Code, Section 
44-95 Military Leave, governing military leave and applicable collective bargaining agreements, 
employees of Cook County who are members of the reserve force of the State of Illinois who have been 
or are ordered to active duty by appropriate authorities shall be eligible for additional paid leave and 
benefits, as provided for herein. 
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The Chairman of the Committee on Finance, the Chief of the Bureau of Human Resources, and 
the President’s designated Chief Financial Officer, or their designees, shall constitute the Military 
Benefits Committee. All rules previously adopted by the Committee shall remain in place unless modified 
by the Committee. Paid leave shall be in amounts equal to the employee’s regular monthly salary minus 
his/her military base pay compensation. Benefits to be continued for employees called to military duty 
under this Ordinance shall include continuation of family medical coverage under the plan currently in 
force for each employee. The Committee will approve or disapprove such applications based on the 
application for additional paid leave and the applicant's employment information contained in Cook 
County records. The Committee shall report to the Cook County Board of Commissioners each denial 
of an application for additional paid leave within thirty days after the denial. 

Additional paid leave hereunder shall automatically terminate upon the termination of active duty 
in connection with active duty status.

WHEREAS, according to a paper published by the UCEA Center for the Study of Eatino Health and 
Culture in 2007, about the origin of the observance of Cinco de Mayo in the United States, the modern 
American focus on this holiday first started in California in 1863 in response to the resistance to French 
rule in Mexico, and has since been celebrated continuously while virtually ignored in Mexico, where it is 
celebrated mainly in the southern town of Puebla and a few larger cities, and has to this day not been 
recognized as a federal holiday, and 
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WHEREAS, celebrating Cinco de Mayo has become increasingly popular in parts of the U.S. that have a 
high population of Americans of Mexican ancestry, making of this holiday a celebration of Mexican 
culture, food, music, beverage and customs unique to Mexico; and 

WHEREAS, the cultural impact of the Cinco de Mayo holiday is evident in more than 150 official 
celebrations in towns across the U.S. that are predominately non-Hispanic, and 

WHEREAS, over 70% of Hispanics living in Cook County are of Mexican descent and make numerous 
cultural and economic contributions to the growth and development of our county.

RESOLUTION URGING THE ILLINOIS GENERAL ASSEMBLY TO AMEND 
CHAPTER 35 OF THE STATE STATUTES CONCERNING THE 
DISTRIBUTION OF PROCEEDS FROM THE MOTOR FUEL TAX FUND 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook, in Illinois, is the second largest county in the United States; and 

WHEREAS, the most recent U.S. Census data from July 2008 estimates Cook County’s population at 
5,294,664 or 43.3% of Illinois residents; and 

WHEREAS, the latest FY2008 data from the Illinois Secretary of State indicates that Cook County has 
3,490,693 registered vehicles or 2,590,316 more than the next closest county; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Highway Department was established in 1913 by the State of Illinois upon 
approval of the first officially recorded County highway system maps; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Highway Department has the responsibility of designing and maintaining 
over 573 center line miles of highways, many of which, are part of the major arterial network that leads to 
and from area expressways and toll roads, including multi-lane highways, and has maintenance 
responsibilities for 1,478 lane miles of pavement, 132 bridges, 351 traffic signals throughout Cook 
County and seven pumping stations from five maintenance garages; and 

WHEREAS, many municipalities of Cook County, including Chicago, have or will receive millions of 
dollars in Federal Stimulus monies for road construction and maintenance projects; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Highway department will only receive $213,000 in Federal Stimulus 
money; and 

WHEREAS, the County, therefore, must rely solely on the monies it receives from the State of Illinois 
through the Motor Fuel Tax receipts (MFT), which is almost exclusively the funding source for County 
highway projects, and the local gas tax to maintain it’s roads and bridges; and 
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WHEREAS, Cook County’s share of the MET fund, per State statute, is 16.74% due to its status as the 
only County in Illinois with over 1,000,000 or more inhabitants; and 

WHEREAS, in the coming years, several other Illinois counties may also reach the 1,000,000 inhabitant 
milestone, and consequently Cook County’s share of the MET fund could be substantially cut; and 

WHEREAS, such a drastic reduction in the County of Cook’s MET distribution would have an adverse 
effect on the County Highway Department’s ability to fiilfdl its mission; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County’s status as the most populous County by far, in Illinois, as well as having the 
most registered vehicles and the most frequently used roads and bridges under its jurisdiction should be 
recognized and consequently funded appropriately and reliably. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners, does 
hereby urge that the Illinois General Assembly, amend Chapter 35 ILCS 505/8 (e) (2) (B) as follows: 
16.74% to the counties of the State having 1,000,000 3,000,000 or more inhabitants; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that by enacting said amendment the State of Illinois will ensure that 
the Cook County Highway Department will have a reliable and steady funding source; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that this Honorable Body encourages the State of Illinois to increase its 
funding of the Cook County Highway Department for the successful operation of its critical mission for 
the foreseeable future.

WHEREAS, “transient ischemic attacks” are brief episodes of stroke-like symptoms that last from a few 
minutes to twenty-four hours; while these attacks cause no damage, they are often serious warning signs 
of an impending stroke; and 

WHEREAS, it is important to be able to recognize when a person has just experienced a stroke, and to 
get them immediate medical treatment; the acronym “FAST” stands for “Face” - Ask the person to smile; 
does one side droop?/ “Arm” - Ask the person to lift both arms; does one arm drift downward?/”Speech” 
- Ask the person to repeat a simple phrase; does the speech sound slurred or strange?/”Time” - If you 
observe any of these signs, call 911.

Taxpayers are entitled to have readily available to them lull disclosure of all debts and liabilities of each 
taxing district. With few exceptions, this information is prepared as a matter of course each fiscal year 
and would not require additional accounting work from taxing districts. 

This proposed ordinance creates a single electronic repository which would allow taxpayers to 
electronically access the financial information they need to make informed decisions about the taxing 
districts they support. The Treasurer's Office website would house and maintain the electronic 
infrastructure where each taxing district would be able to upload their information and make that 
information electronically available to taxpayers.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

TAXING DISTRICT DEBT DISCLOSURE ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, Cook County (the “County”) is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article 
VII, Section 6(a) of the 1970 Illinois Constitution, and as such, may exercise any power and perform any 
function pertaining to its government and affairs; and 

WHEREAS, the Office of the Cook County Treasurer (“Treasurer”) issues approximately 1.7 million tax 
bills twice yearly; and 

WHEREAS, the annual 2nd installment of said tax bills issued by the Treasurer reflect the rates based 
upon the final levys of approximately 1,600 taxing districts in Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, the goal of complete transparency of all financial information pertaining to all Taxing 
Districts in Cook County is furthered by the providing of readily available tax information to taxpayers on 
the Internet; and 

WHEREAS, by virtue of the fact that the Taxpayers of Cook County are paying both the current and 
long term debt and liabilities of each such Taxing District, the Taxpayers of Cook County are entitled to 
full disclosure of the audited financial statements and financial condition of each taxing district including 
but not limited to both the current and long term debt and liabilities of each such Taxing District; and 

WHEREAS, the Treasurer has agreed to provide and maintain an electronic repository of the most recent 
audited financial statement and financial condition for each taxing district, including but not limited to 
both the current and long term debt and liabilities reported by each taxing district pursuant to this 
Ordinance; and

WHEREAS, the Treasurer has further agreed to provide on all regularly issued tax bills the web-address 
of such electronic repository of the audited financial statements and financial condition of each taxing 
district, including but not limited to the current and long term debt and liabilities of Taxing Districts for 
which taxes are collected by her Office. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 
2 Administration, Section 2-243 of the Cook County Code is hereby enacted as follows: 

Sec. 2-243. Taxing district debt disclosure. 

(a) Definitions. 

Audited financial statements, current debt, current liabilities, long term debt and long term 
liabilities shall have the same meanings as defined by Generally Accepted Accounting Principles, as 
promulgated from time to time, by the American Institute of Certified Public Accountants and shall 
conform with the accounting principles and auditing standards generally accepted in the United States. 

Taxing District shall have the same meaning as defined by 35 ILCS 200/1-150. 

(b) Duty of Taxing Districts to disclose all debt. Each Taxing District shall, on or before the last 
Tuesday in December, provide to the Office of the Cook County Treasurer, in the electronic format 
required by Office of the Cook County Treasurer, such Taxing District’s most recent, full, complete, 
unabridged and unedited, audited financial statement (along with all auditor’s notes and comments on 
such audited financial statements), including but not limited to the disclosure of any and all actual or 
contingent: (i) current debt; (ii) current liabilities; (iii) long term debt; and, (iv) long term liabilities. A 
Taxing District, whose audited financial statements are included and/or consolidated in the audited 
financial statements of another taxing district, is not required to separately provide the required audited 
financial statements in the event said other taxing district is in compliance with the requirements of this 
Ordinance. 

(c) Duty of Treasurer to make available disclosure of debt. The Office of the Cook County 
Treasurer shall: 

(1) Create an electronic repository for the storage of all financial disclosures made by 
such taxing districts; and, 

(2) Shall cause to be published on each regularly issued real estate tax bill the website 
address which provides electronic access to taxpayers and other interested parties of such 
financial disclosures by such taxing districts. 

Effective Date: This Ordinance shall take effect upon adoption.
